To  the  School  Board  and  Citisens  of  Gilmanton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

The  Tilton-Northfield  Supervisory  Union  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  Canterbury.  This  was  made 
necessary  by  a  further  reduction  of  the  number  of  super- 
intendents in  the  state  and  the  consequent  reorganization 
of  many  of  the  unions.  This  union  is  now  made  up  of 
Tilton-Northfield,  Belmont,  Canterbury,  Gilford  and  Gil- 
manton. There  are  forty-five  teachers  and  approximately 
one  thousand  one  hundred  fifty  pupils.

Teachers 
We  have   had   several   changes   in   our   teaching   force 
within  the  year.     Mrs.   Althea  French   found  it  necessary 
in  the  ispring  to  give  up  her  work  at  the  Sanborn  school 
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and  Miss  Gladys  E.  Carpenter  was  appointed  substitute 
for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Carpenter's 
work  proved  very  satisfactory  and  she  was  chosen  to  fill 
this  position  for  this  year.  Miss  Carpenter  is  a  graduate 
of  the  Aroostook  State  Normal  School. 

Three  of  our  teachers  resigned  in  June  to  accept 
positions  elsewhere.  We  were  sorry  to  lose  these  teachers 
but  were  fortunate  in  the  choices  we  made  to  fill  these 
vacancies.  Miss  Alfreda  Hersey,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  with  two  years  experience,  succeeded  Miss 
Dorothea  Ward  at  Gilmanton  Corner.  Miss  Alice  Payne, 
a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School,  succeeded  Mr. 
Philip  Brown  at  Jones'  Mills.  Miss  Rosemary  MacAulay, 
a  graduate  of  the  Concord  Training  School,  followed  Miss 
Olive  Ames  at  Smith  Meeting  House. 

In  December,  with  the  reorganization  of  the  school  at 
the  Iron  Works,  Miss  Arlene  Doran,  a  graduate  of  Plym- 
outh Normal  School  with  two  years  experience,  was  selected 
teacher  of  the  lower  grades.

Miss  Ruth  S.  Langille,  of  Farmington,  has  succeeded 
Miss  Ruth  B.  Whitcomb  as  school  nurse  and  is  doing  some 
very  creditable  work. 

In  the  examination  of  the  129  pupils  last  year  154 
defects  were  found.  Of  these  defects  the  report  shows  that 
24  were  corrected.  Nineteen  children  were  found  with 
defective  vission.  An  eye  clinic  was  organized  in  which 
eight  of  the  worst'  vision  cases  were  fitted  to  glasses.  This 
work  was  possible  through  the  aid  of  federal  funds'  allotted 
to  Gilmanton  for  the  correction  of  defects  among  school 
children. 

In  her  report  Miss  Langille  calls  attention  to  a  badly 
needed  dental  clinic  and  a  tonsil  clinic.  She  states  that 
it  }is  possible  to  get  a  dentist  to  come  to  Gilmanton  for 
a  week  or  two  and  do  the  school  dental  work  for  low  rates. 

Miss    Langille    in    her    report    calls    attention   to    the 
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importance  not  only  of  correcting  of  physical  defects  but 
also  of  teaching  health  habits  as  a  means  of  building  up 
community  health,  and  commends  the  teachers  for  the  good 
work  they  are  doing  in  teaching  and  encouraging  the  prac- 
tice of  health  habits. 

Repairs  and  Alterations 

A  much  needed  shed  was'  built  at  the  Sanborn  school 
during  the  summer. 

The  large  enrollment  of  39|  pupils  at  the  Iron  Works 
in  the  fall  seemed  to  call  for  the  employment  of  an  addi- 
tional teacher.  The  State  Commissioner  of  Education  agreed 
to  approve  temporarily  the  expenditure  under  state  aid 
regulations  for  the  employment  of  a  second  teacher  provided 
a  satisfactory  school  room  was  made  available.  By  moving 
a  partition  and  installing  additional  windows  a  satisfactory 
room  was  made  which  will  accommodate  some  twenty 
pupils.  This  change  was  made  during  Thanksgiving  Recess. 
The  school  was  reorganized  so  that  we  now  have  two 
schools,  grades  I  to  IV  in  the  newly  arranged  room,  and 
grades  V  to  VIII  in  the  original  room.  This  change,  of 
course,  has  greatly  relieved  the  situation  and  the  results 
ought  to  warrant  the  additional  expenditure.  The  cost 
of  these  alterations  was  approximately  $300  and  has  been 
financed  without  asking  for  a  special  appropriation. 

What  is  especially  needed  at  this  school  now  is  an  ade- 
quate playground.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  community 
or  the  school  district  may  soon  find  some  way  of  providing 
it.
